Mr. Link- 
letter. president of the Na- 
tional Coordinating Council 
on Drug Education, asked 
the UN to fight drug abuse 
by answering basic questions 
about human fife—and not 
solely by reliance on interna- 
tional codes and enforcement. 

“No one nation can hold 
itself apart from this inter- 
national effort that will be 
required to combat drug 
abuse,” he said. “A new em- 
phasis should be placed on 
life styles and 


human motivation in finding 
an answer to addicticn.”
